Water bonds In the amount of $20,- 
000 to complete payment for the Bald¬ 
win Interests condemned by the city 
will he submitted to the approval of 
Sierra Madre voters on Tuesday, Jan¬ 
uary 14. as a result of an ordinance in¬ 
troduced at last night's session of the 
city trustees. Senator Hewitt was 
present to discuss procedure with the 
trustees and decide on dates for the 
various steps in accordance with the 
state laws. 

The date selected for the election 
was as early as could be found to com¬ 
ply with the election laws governing 
tile issuance of bonds. The trustees 
are anxious to bring the proceeding to 
quick consummation so that the bonds 
can be sold and the condemned water- 
interests acquired and paid for. 

Must Save Work Already Done 

As lias been explained in tin- News, 
the proposed bond Issue of $20,000 is 
supplementary to the $40,000 issue vot¬ 
ed soon after the condemnation pro¬ 
ceedings were started. Judge Conrey s 
award to the Baldwin estate was 
something over $50,000. The expenses 
of the litigation have been $5000 or more. 
Some additional funds will he needed 
to make necessary repairs to the pipe 
lines which will he acquired as a part 
of tile Baldwin property, in order to 
make tin* best use of tile can yon How. 
Consequently tile trustees determined 
to ask for the supplementary Issue to 
meet these demands. 

If the Baldwin interests are to be ac¬ 
quired the only alternative to the new 
bond issue is to add the amount to the 
next direct levy, which would more 
than double the annual rates. If the 
purchase is not consummated the 
money spent in litigation will be 
thrown away. Citizens most conversant 
with Hie water situation and the popu¬ 
lar feeling in regard to It seem to be 
of tile opinion that the issue will car¬ 
ry. provided the voters are not allowed

For these rea¬ 
sons he was confident tin* plan of of¬ 
fering all the bonds for sale at one 
time would result in securing a larger 
premium for the city. ■
